JIMES have changed since the days when a hotel 
was an inn and nothing more.

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Then there are the complications of domestic service. To 
train and retain servants— even to be well-served at all — 
is not the simple matter that it was in other days. The unceas- 
ing work and worry of maintaining adequate domestic service 
is —and has been for several years — sending family after 
family into worry-free hotels. And the hotels have made far- 
reaching provision against this very contingency 
many evidences of it in the way the new Statler is built and 
furnished. 

Then, besides questions of economy and the servant ques- 
tion, and the often-present fuel question, and the changing 
character of once-exclusive neighborhoods, and all such new 
conditions that grow out of our new ways of living, there are 
two other reasons that deserve place among the major induce- 
ments toward home-making in a properly-cquipped hotel: 

One grows out of the fact that people travel more than 
they used to. Tt is a great convenience, if one decides to go 
to Europe or to Japan or to Alaska, to simply pack trunks and 
lock a door and go. Thousands of people are sailing the 
seven seas today who would be staying on at home, keeping 
up the routine, if they had not freed themselves from the 
necessity of closing and re-opening a house, and of making 
schedules in accordance with the housekeeping cycles. Many 
people, too, maintain summer homes —- and perhaps winter 
homes also—that make the town house less and less of a home, 
and more and more of an expensive burden.

lives, have more interests, devote more time to work and toa 
self-improvement and to recreation and to cultivation of con- 
genial people. All of those things should mean happier, more 
useful, more zestful living — but all those things require some 
freedom from the growing, piled-up difficulties of housekeeping 
and of entertaining.
